I>ee Philips, a farmer residing in the 
v.ciiuiy of Three .Stales, ten miles below 
Uickman, Ky., lias found much profit 
in raising sunflovan for tkair aaad. Mr. 
Pbillpa triad tbeaioy aMiaaaaa aapat^ 
imaat, the lload having eovored his en- 
tire farm, and ruined his lartre corn crop, 
which he had gotten planted earl'., and 
when linally thtBaLo. n.id subsided and 
his ground was dry enough lo plant 
again, the season was entirely too late 
to plant another of com, ao ba ptiawd 
the aaal<>wer aafd aa an experiment, 
one which has proven quite remunera- 
tive and also established the fac; Uiai 
ill ihib lerrilury sjotlowers can be proli- 
lably raised. Tiie sunflower seed which 
be planted cost him $1.30 per aora^ and 
be did not aoooaad ia gattlaga ffoad 
aiaad. bat the yiki whea harvested 
amounted to CO,000 pounds of seed, 
which he sold at 3eents a pound, bring- 
int: him *1,SOO. 

He had no lalKir or expense cuUivat 
ing, as he did dot plow them or do any- 
thing after plaolingfuitU Um hgrrmiin 
time.

A QmsIc From Woodfow 
Wilson. 

Woodrow Wilson's reply to a body of 
sutfraeists who urged that he recommend 
women's auffrage to Congreaa, waa a 
classic, bala ia ikamkl aai aapmaioo. 
He said: 

"Wtaaaavar I walk abroad I raaliie I 

am not a free man, I am under arrest. 
I am so carefully and admirably guarded 
iliat 1 have not even the privilege of 
walking the streets. That is. as it were, 
typical of my present transference from 
being an iadividiwl. with bia mind on 
any aad avary aubjeot to being an oScial 
of a great government, and. incidentally 
or so it falls out under our system of 
Government, the spokesman of a party. 

"I set myself this very strict rule when 
I was govaraor of New Jaraey, and have 
follovad it aa fwaidaal aad aball foU 
low it aa praaMeat— that I a« not at 
liberty to urge upon C!ongress, in mes- 
sages, policies which have not bad the 
organic cc'iisideratiaaaCthaaalar vhaai 
i am spokesman. 

"In other words, I have uot yet pre- 
sented to a«y Idgialatara mf prieau 
viewa aa aay aabjeat. and aarar dMll, 
because I conceive that to be part of the 
whole process of the government, that I 
shall be spokesman (or somebody, not 
for myself. It would be an imperii- 
nence. When I speak to myself^ I am 
an individual; whan 1 aai ipokaaaiaa of 
•a «f|«a|« body, I aaa a roptaaaatativo. 

"Pir t|M> raaaon, you see, I am by my 
own principles shut out, in the language 
of the street, from •starting anything.' 
I have to conflae myself lo those ihiags 
which have been embodied as promises 
to thapaoplaatanalaetioa. Tbiaiattaa 
strict rata I aet far agnatf. 

"I want to say with regard to all other 
matters, I am not only glad lo be con- 
sulted by >my coUeogues in the two 
houses, but 1 hope they will often pay 
me the poaipUaieBt of ooosulting me 
when tiMy vast to kaav m$ opiaioa on 
any sabjaat. Oaa aiaaibar of the Hales 
Committee did come to me and ask me 
what I thought about this suggestion of 
yours of appoinlintf a special committee 
of the House, as th^^naie has already 
appointed a special committee for the 
consideratioe of woaaa'a auSrafa, and 
I told Mai tkati ilMi«lit It waa the 
proper thing to do. 

"So, that ao far as my personal advice 
baa been asked by a single member of 
the committee, it has been given lo ihat 
etfect. I want to tell you that to show 
itiat I an) auictiy Uviag ap la ay prin 
ciplea. Wbea aiy privaio aplaiaa is 
asked by those co-operating with me, I 
am most glad to give it, but I am not at 
liberty until I speak for somebody be 
side myself to urge legislation upon the 
Congress."
